IOWA CITY (AP) — One of
the top junior college basketball
players in the nation, John
Johnson, will enroll at the
University of Iowa next fall,
Coach Ralph Miller announced
Friday.

Johnson, a 662 forward-
guard for Northwest Com-
munity college, Powell, Wyo.,
will be eligible for the 1963-69
Hawkeye team, Miller said.

“The knowledge that Johnson
will be with us next season fills
us with anticipation,” said
Miller. “I am sure he will
enhance our program and I feel
he will be outstanding as a
student-athlete during the next
two years.”

Johnson, a junior college all-
American and one of 12 junior
college candidates in the April
Olympic basketball trials,
averaged 29.3 points and 14.3
rebounds a game last year.
